ELECTION AND COMMISSIONING OF OFFICERS 


Memorable have been all the Anniversary Days of the 
Company, occasions known colloquially to the New England 
people as Ancients’ “Lection Day, but few of these recurring 
fixed events, fraught as they are wilh enthusiastic and bril- 
liant ceremony and public display, have ever been tinged with 
the least semblance of sadness to allay the spirit of joyous 
participation so much an individual delight for every comrade 
composing the ranks of this historic organization. Yet the 
Company went forth on Monday, June 5, 1933 with the 
knowledge that not only had its members a serious duty to 
perform, and fully prepared and determined to meet the 
obligations and “carry on,” but saddened by the thought 
of their esteemed and respected fellow-member, whom they 
had selected as their choice for Captain of the Company at 
the drumhead election on the Common, was unable to join 
their ranks and at that moment lay seriously ill in the Copley 
Plaza Hotel, where he had hoped to receive their acclaim 
after the ceremonies which raised him to the command, the 
fulfillment of an ambition he had always fondly cherished. 

Lieut. William H. Chase, for many years Commissary of 
the Company, deserved the high honor of command, and 
his comrades registered their estimation of his service and 
personal character by electing him their Captain with Ahan. 
mous accord. The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, gave 
its approval to their choice by delegating Lieut. Gov. Gaspar 
G. Bacon to commission him, which ceremony was delicately 
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and tenderly bestowed upon the sick commander at his bed- 
side in the hotel, and it may be said to the unfeigned joy and 
comfort of the afflicted recipient. 

Every feature of the day’s observance was carried oul as 
planned, Captain Queen, the outgoing commander, leading 
the Company from the armory to State House, Church and 
Common, and First Lieut. George C. Irwin assuming com- 
mand of the marching column after the exercises on the 
Common. Not an incident occurred to mar the performance 
of the traditional ceremonies, so far as outward appearances 
tended to show, and the parade had its usual colorful aspect 
to interest and thrill the thousands of people on the streets 
and at the Common, assembled to witness this outstanding 
military spectacle of every first Monday in June. a

Acting duties of command assumed under Rules and Regu- 
lations by First Lieutenant George C. Irwin because of the 
inability of Captain Chase to serve on account of his serious 
illness, the actual command of the Company was taken over 
by Lieut. Irwin on the death of the commanding officer, 
June 22, 1933. The responsibilities, exacting and important, 
brought the necessity for immediate and efficient service, 
to which Lieut. Irwin gave prompt and able response. He 
gathered the various details tentatively arranged by Captain 
Chase between the May meetings and the June Anniversary 
as a preliminary plan of administration, and with the assist- 
ance of Lieut. Roberts and the Staff formulated a program 
for the first fixed event of the Company year—the_ annual 
Fall Field Day and Tour of Duty. 

The general business depression and its consequent effect 
upon the personal affairs of the membership and economic 
condition of the Company called for a Field Day trip to 
meet the viewpoint of minimum expense commensurate with 
the proper performance of the traditional duty and its attend- 
ant reasonable and rational recreation features. A committee 
Was appointed to bring in a report as to the most desirable 

ind of a trip and the best place to visit within the range 
of a possible financial output for the individual members, 
both in relation to those making the trip and those who 
remained at home and who are required to meet their pro- 
portionate part of the assessment. 

An early summer report resulted, and the decision reached 
was for another trip to Saint John, N. B., this time by boat 
to and from the Canadian seaport city. From that time on, 
the officers worked diligently and fast with everything co- 
ordinated and arrangements fully completed when the day 
for sailing arrived. The comrades enthused over the pros- 
pects for a successful and enjoyable tour of duty, and the 
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fulfillment of the entire plan, as evidenced in the journey to 
New Brunswick, the exercises, ceremonies and entertain- 
ment at Saint John, and the safe and speedy return to the 
home station, met their fondest anticipations. 


Fripay, SEPTEMBER 29, 1933.

Reporting early on the afternoon of this day, a large de- 
tachment of the Company gathered in the Armory at Faneuil 
Hall prepared to go forth on the expedition at the announced 
hour of departure, 4 P.M. Lieut. Irwin had just a few words 
to offer in outline of the tour and orders for the same, and 
when Colors were honored and the line definitely formed the 
bugle sounded the command “Forward,” and the Company 
left the drill hall and descending to the street marched to 
the wharf of the Eastern Steamship Company on Atlantic 
Avenue. Resplendent in bright uniforms with martial music 
played with spirit by the Company Band, the organization 
as usual made a fine appearance and received much applause 
from the spectators on the streets. 

At the wharf lay the steamship Saint John, her rigging 
bedecked with bunting and flags and her foreyard earcying 
the large pennant of the Company, and as the members filed 
up the gang plank, a large crowd of friends and relatives of 
members and others, who came to bid bon voyage, broke forth 
into cheers, while the band and the ship’s musicians fore and 
aft on the steamship blared out military tunes. It was surely 
a thrilling spectacle. Fire Department boats out in the har- 
bor saluted the ship with streams of water shot skyward. 

Capt. Ralph R. McDonough got his ship underway from 
India Wharf promptly at 5 o’clock—warm weather, com- 
paratively, and a smooth sea favoring the departure. A 
perfect cruise ship was the Saint John, with comfort and 
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attractiveness amplifying the sense of safety and security 
for all who trod its spacious decks or rested in its well fur- 
nished staterooms, lounge rooms and salons. 

The night aboard was one of complete enjoyment for the 
comrades, although no formal program had been arranged 
and all hands went right about seeking such recreation as the 
customary attractions of the steamship offered: Quite a few 
accepted the delights of the ballroom and danced a few hours 
away, with fair partners and good music to enhance the 


terpsichorean pleasures. 


SATURDAY, SEPTEMBER 30, 1933.

Just as was expected, from the experience enjoyed by the 
Company on a previous visit to the “Loyalist” City of Saint 
John, colorful scenes were enacted the morning of the arrival, 
when Saint John people turned out en masse to extend a 
hearty welcome to the historic organization from Faneuil 
Hall. On the way up the beautiful harbor to Reed’s Point, 
the members on deck bright and early witnessed the first 
tribute as a series of ship’s signaling flags flying from the 
masthead of the lighthouse spelled the words ‘Welcome 
Ancients.” A profuse display of bunting appeared also on 
the quarantine station and groups of officials and other 
attaches could be seen cheering their tribute to the Company. 


Saint John military units welcomed the Ancients as they 
landed at Reed’s Point wharf of the steamship company. 
There, with a background of blue water and a foreground of 
cheering crowds, members of the historic Massachusetts com- 
pany with their quaint multi-colored uniforms, and khaki- 
clad Canadians, drew up in two long columns, facing each 
other, and saluted as the bands played anthems of the United 


States and Canada. 
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Just prior to the Company disembarking, the welcoming 
party went aboard the steamship, and meeting Lieut. Irwin 
and officers extended their personal and official greetings, to 
which the commanding officers of the Ancients courteously 
and heartily responded. The Province of New Brunswick 


_ was represented by Major General, the Hon. Hugh H. Mc- 


Lean, K.C., V. D., Lieutenant Governor; Hon. L. P. D. 
Tilley, Premier; and the City of Saint John by His Worship, 
James W. Brittain, Mayor of the city. United States Consul 
Philip Adams also extended official greetings, and the mili- 
tary represented by Brig. Gen. J. L. R. Parsons, C.M.G., 
D.S.0., officer commanding Military District No. 7, tendered 
a comrade’s welcome. 


These ceremonies over, the Saint John’s Fusiliers’ Band 
took position at the head of the escorting troops, represent- 
ative of all military and naval units in the city, and among 
them the St. John’s Fusiliers, who had been the Ancients’ 
hosts on the first visit of the Boston Company to their city. 
On the command “forward march,’”’ the column promptly 
moved and the Union Jack and the Stars and Stripes went 
floating side by side through the streets of Saint John until 
arrival at the war memorial at King Square. Formation from 
column to line followed, and as the Ancients passed to the 
Cenotaph, the honors were tendered by the escort and the 
visiting Company then formed a “hollow square” about the 
memorial. Honor to Saint John soldiers who gave up their 
lives during the World War was impressively paid by the 
Ancients. Thousands, including representatives of the United 
States and the Dominion of Canada, looked on as Lieut. Gen. 
Alfred F. Foote, a comrade of the Company, formally intro- 
duced by Lieut. Irwin, placed a wreath in solemn tribute at 
the foot of the monument. 


Lieutenant Irwin said: “It is a pleasure to introduce our 
comrade, a gentleman, a soldier, one who has seen service in 
France, former commander of the 26th Division—Lieutenant 
General Alfred F. Foote.”

Remarks oF Lieut. GENERAL Footr 


Your Worship, my comrades both of the great Dominion 
of Canada and of the United States: 


We of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company have 
come lo your beautiful city, to your beautiful Dominion, here 
to offer you the right hand of fellowship. : 


Here to this spot, marked in the honor of the heroes of 
your country, we of this ancient Corps follow the traditions 
of our Corps and our Government. One of those traditions 
is to foster the military spirit, and so, as soon as may be 
after receiving from you this wonderful whole-hearted wel- 
come to your city and Dominion; we come here where we 
may pay tribute to those who saved your Dominion, your 
Empire.—yes, the World! 

We all remember those stirring days of 1914 when Despotism 
attempted to bring the world to its feet, and we remember that 
when your great Empire called for men to defend Freedom, 
half a million strong came the sons, the gallant, virile stock, 
of Canada, coming forward to offer themselves for service 
against the common enemy. 


In those early days we of the United States watched with 
interest your struggle. We watched with interest while your 
regiments and brigades went to their training camps, and 
then with the keenest interest when they went to the Western 
Front, and there, en masse, threw themselves against the 
German hordes. When your arms were favored with victory, 
we rejoiced with you, and when your arms were reversed in 
semi-defeat, but never in complete defeat, we sorrowed with 
you. : 


And then came for us that momentous day in 1917 when 
our Government, too, threw its lot in this great struggle of 
Right against Might. Then it was that after going through 
our training camps and going to the Western Front, shoulder 
to shoulder with the gallant sons of Canada we carried on 
that work of keeping the peace of the world. There they be- 
came our comrades in arms, those fine young men of your 
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wonderful country. We learned to love them; we learned 
to respect them, because by the time we got there they were 
seasoned veterans who could aid us and support us, and they 
did. 


Ah, well we remember those days when we drank with 
them to the dregs the bitter cup of combat in trench service! 
Yes, we remember them on those long tedious marches of 
the night, when it seemed as if one could hardly put one more 
step forward,—but they carried on and went on, arm in arm, 
to their objective. We remember them in those long tedious 
days in the trenches as they slogged in mud and mire and 
it seemed as if body and soul couldn’t withstand the on- 
slaughts of cold and hunger and sleepless nights and danger. 
And we were with them on that cold gray dawn of the morn- 
ing when we were all waiting for the barrage to give its 
thunderous message of death, and we were with them as we 
waited for that word to go forward and saw them go forward 
straight into the jaws of Hell, there as free born men to 


defend the liberties of their Dominion and the liberti 
the World! — 


We remember those men as our comrades, our friends, a 
bond of sympathy between us that few understand except 
those of us in the military service who have realized the great 
pleasures of it. 


Again I say we drank that bitter cup of combat with them 
We were with them in those dark days of March, 1918, wlien 
the German Army pushed back the whole front and it seemed 
as if the German hordes would overrun the world, and to- 
gether with them we threw ourselves against the German 
hordes and rolled them back. And we were with them in 
that other and later day, when we turned the tide so that 
victory came to our arms. And while as I have said we tasted 
the bitterness with them, at that time we sang the song of 
victory with them. 


They were glorious men; they were worthy of your city 
and of your Dominion and of your Empire; they were worthy 
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Citizens of the World! They were worthy of their parentage 
and of their race. 

I wish I might say a word of comfort to those families, 
to those mothers, those wives, those sisters, where their 
homes have a vacant chair. I can only say to you that as 
I knew your men they carried themselves bravely, as free- 
born men who gave their lives that others might be free. 
Do not mourn for them “with drooping head as these troops 
go marching by with glad and gallant tread, but look upon 
them proudly” and feel that your sons, your brothers, and 
your husbands were soldiers, too, and we know they were 
not afraid to die, to die for those things which he thought 
were right and proper. 

And so, your Worship, we come to you from just across 
the border, this little imaginary line which we call an Inter- 
national Boundary. We come to you as brothers and as 
comrades. We are of the same origin and we are the same 
kind of people. And as we come on this trip and for this 
purpose, we come not with a song of victory on our lips; 
we come not in boastfulness; we come not in pride of Govern- 
ment or anything of that kind, but we come in humbleness 
and here, before Almighty God, to spend this brief moment 
with you at this spot made sacred by the blood of your 
patriots, made precious by the tears of your mothers. 


Remarks or His Worsnte Mayor or Saint JOHN 

Your Honor Mr. Premier, Lieutenant Irwin, General Foote: 
As Mayor of this city of Saint John, and representative of 
the people, citizens of this city, I stand here at the foot of 
this memorial, I receive this wreath from your hands, sir, in 
memory of those who made the supreme sacrifice that we 
might live. 

We are proud, and we cherish the memory of those who 
made the supreme sacrifice; their worries are over; they have 
no regrets; they are now citizens of the Great Beyond. 


Today you come to us from the South. There is only an 
imaginary Border; we are all one; we have common problems, 
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we have common interests, and a common blood. Therefore, 
gentlemen, I say to you, and I say it on behalf of every cilizen 
of the city of Saint John, we appreciate your coming to us: 
we extend to you a hearty and sincere welcome. I am sure 
that the warm hospitality that is always extended in our city 
will again be extended to each and every member and officer 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 


I appreciate the fact that we are gathered here to honor 
those who have made it possible for us to continue. I think if 
they could speak this morning, they would say to us “Carry 
“On!” : 


I thank you. 


Following the addresses, “Taps” (American) and ‘Last 
Post” (Canadian) were sounded for those whom the ceremony 
was honoring. The lines at once re-formed, and the parade 
proceeded to Reed’s Point wharf, where the Ancients board 
the steamship after the customary tender of military cour- 
tesies between the escort and visitors. Headquarters during 
the stay of the Company in Saint John was aboard the 
steamship. j 


Members of the Company after luncheon became the guests 
of various groups of Saint John Fusiliers, who entertained 
in-armory mess hall and trips about the city to various points 
of interest. Lieut. Irwin tendered a luncheon at 1 P.M. 
aboard ship to military, city and business men interested 
and active in the reception to the Ancients. His Honor, 
Lieut. Goy. McLean, gave a luncheon in honor of Lieut. Gov. 
Gaspar G. Bacon of Massachusetts, a member of the Com- 
pany, and who was on the trip. This took place at the Gov- 
ernment House in Rothesay, where later in the afternoon 
His Honor, Lieut. Gov. McLean was again host at a reception 
and luncheon to Lieut. Irwin and officers of the Company. 
The Government House was beautifully decorated for the 
occasion with a profusion of autumn peonies. The McLean 
Highland Pipers gave a program of Scottish airs during the 
afternoon. 
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The Ancients’ Band under the leadership of Frederick 
TI. Ayers, entertained the populace of Saint John with an ex- 
cellent musical program from 3 ‘till 5 P.M. at the King Square 
bandstand. This splendid organization duplicated the hit 
made on the previous trip to the Dominion city. 


International friendship between the people of the United 
States and Canada—between ‘New Brunswickers” and ‘‘New- 
Englanders’’"—was the keynote of the auspicious gathering 
on the evening of this day in the Admiral Beatty Hotel, 
when the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company were 
dinner hosts to civic and provincial dignitaries, naval and 
military officers and other prominent citizens of Canada— 
OFFICERS AND MEMBERS OF THE ANCIENTS AT RECEPTION AT ‘THE the occasion being the annual Fall Field Day banquet of the 

GOVERNMENT HOUSE, SAINT JOHN Company. 


Lieut. Irwin formally received the guests in the reception 
: hall of the hotel, assisted by the officers and past commanders, 
| each guest being cordially greeted and the entire gathering 
soon being on friendly personal relations, which later in the 
’ large banquet hall contributed to the cheer and eclat of the 
brilliant scene as the enthusiasm of the occasion reached its 
climax in oratory, musical interludes and formal presentations. 


Gift of a handsome punch bowl to the Saint John Fusiliers 
as a token of friendly esteem from the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company was a distinctive and pleasing feature 
of the function. Colorful souvenirs to remind the Ancients 
of their visit to Saint John were presented the members of 
the Company by the Common Council through Mayor 
Brittain. The souvenirs were in the form of engraved menu 
cards enclosed in suitably inscribed envelopes. On the cover 
were embossed the Union Jack, the Stars and Stripes, and 
the coat of arms of the Province of New Brunswick, the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company and the City of 
Saint John.

Tue Dominion oF Canapa 


Nowhere in the world is the bond of friendship as close as between our 
two great Nations. May it ever continue as an example to all mankind! 


LreuTenant Irwin. In answer to the toast of “The Domin- 
ion of Canada,” I am going to ask The Honorable Justice 
Baxter of the Supreme Court here to reply. He was formerly 
Premier, and I believe he was Premier at the time of our 
previous visit. 


The Honorable Justice Baxter. 


Tue HonoraBe Justice BAXTER 
Commanding Officer and members of the Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery Company—Friends under two flags: I am happy to be called upon 
this evening to express, if only in a limited way, the feeling with which 
the Dominion of Canada regards all such events as the one which is taking

place tonight. This Dominion of Canada, I heard once described by the 
former British Ambassador, Viscount Bryce, as a country three thousand 
miles in length, and somewhat narrow in certain spots. His description 
at the time was entirely adequate, although not at all flattering! You who 
are visiting Saint John, who are our hosts tonight, are, I think, at the 
present time undergoing a process by which the breadth of a country may 
be considerably extended. (Laughter). 


In the meantime, you are coming into the nearest part of the Dominion 
of Canada in order that you may express the wholesomeness of a broad 
view. After all, it is rather difficult to speak of this Dominion of ours as 
disassociated from the great Republic to the South of us. We have our 
independence; we have our own viewpoints; we have our own ambitions 
and we have developed to a certain extent the channels through which we 
pursue them, but at the same time this Dominion joins with you in pride 
at the thought that for much over one hundred years we have proved 
that two great peoples can live in amity without a fort between them. 


Perhaps much of it is due to the common genesis of our respective 
nations. It is easier when the current is common for us to make and 
sustain friendship. But we of the northern part should feel that our 
country is enriched with the association, if not the mingling, of two great 
races; we look to you, who primarily represent one great race, and we feel 
that on this continent we have shown to the world a solution of those 
problems which at the present time confront it. (Applause). 


You have only got to go back to Old England, to the little stream of 
Runnymede, with King John in his panoply of kingship and the Barons 
around him speaking for the free men and the freedom of England, and 
laying down as the law for you and for me that no free man shall be taken 
or destroyed without the lawful judgment of his peers and by the law of 
the land. North, South, East, and West on this broad continent we have 
held fairly true, to those principals of human liberty which were initi- 
ated in those days that seem to us now so remote, when British Liberty 
had its practical birth. We may have departed for a moment, in a time 
of thoughtlessness, from those principles, and we paid heavily for it. 


It is true, some of our ancestors came scampering here in order to avoid 
the somewhat too insistent attentions, not perhaps of hospitality, that 
your ancestors wished to bestow upon them. But now we pay you back— 
we will take you at any time; we know your worth in the Dominion of 
Canada; if you are overpopulated with your one hundred and twenty-five 
million, we have only ten or twelve million to fill our vast spaces. Come 
over and be with us! You know, sometimes people plan better than they 
know, and I sometimes think of the conspiracy that was entered into by 
His Most Gracious—I think they called him then Most Christian— 
Majesty, King George III, and I think his Prime Minister North, in order 
to save London as the capital of England. Had they granted the wishes 
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of the Thirteen Colonies, I rather doubt whether in the natural and 
orderly development of political sagacity, London could have been the 
capital today. When you think of the natural ability of Congressmen, 
both State and Federal—when you think of the unspeakable torrent of 
oratory which is so easily let loose in your vast domain—How the repres- 
sive and self-contained Englishman would have wilted before it! .. . 
His political power would have passed away. (Laughter). 

London might then have come more nearly to have realized the dreams 
of MacCaulay’s New Zealander! It would have been a place for pilgrim- 
age, for exploration; but for political business as we know it in these days, 
I think the British Empire would have commended itself to Washington. 

However, be that as it may be, I don’t want to imitate that saying of 
Lord Bryce of too much length and little breadth, and I wish to condense 
my remarks. In all seriousness, discovered as this part of the continent 
was by a great French explorer, developed in part by that race and then 
dominated by the English race, then the problems that arose between the 
two races solved by an idea of Liberty, solved by an idea of human friend- 
ship and fair dealing such as has not always prevailed in the past, we are 
established today as a Great Inheritor of the best there is in the two 
great races, the English and the French. We haven't been without our 
trials, both internal and external. Of our internal trials I say nothing; 
like you, we settle them as best we can; of our external trials, they have 
been mostly in connection with that Empire of which we are glad to form 
a part. I remember—it is now many years ago—when the shadows were 
gathering over the Laurentian Hills and I saw a ship depart from the 
docks at Quebec; her burden was Men, and they were being sent to the 
farthest off portion of the Empire to fight side by side with the trained 
bands of Britain in order that not even the finger of Slavery should touch 

the hem of the garment of Britain! I thought then that we had partici- 
pated in something magnificent, but what shall I say of the testing time 
that was commemorated by your speaker this morning, when were invoked 
the presence of all those men from the old Mother Country, from her far 
flung Dominions, and from your own land, to join in the common sacrifice 
to preserve that Liberty which had its genesis in Britain and its expansion 


on this continent! (Great applause). 


Apsurant Cormerats. The Fourth Regular Toast. 
Tue Province or New Brunswick 


Settled by the descendants of Pilgrim and Puritan, the history and 
tradition of this fair Province is entwined with our beloved Commonwealth. 


LiEUTENANT Inwin. To respond to the toast ““The Pro- 
vince of New Brunswick,” I am going to ask the Honorable 
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Premier, Mr. Tilley, tospeak. He is of a family of the founders, 
of New Brunswick. The name Tilley is one with the word 
New Brunswick, because since the beginning I understand 
that his forefathers have been prominent in the government 
of this province. 


Premier TILLEY 


Mr. Chairman, Commander, I should say, speaking in military terms, 
distinguished guests who are visiting the Province of New Brunswick, 
not for the first time I am glad to say, and to my own citizens of New 
Brunswick: Speaking on behalf of and for the Province of New Brunswick, 
I wish to say to you that there is no body of men that come into this 
Province more welcome, because we have seen and heard you and got in 
touch with you some three or four years ago, and you may have noticed 
today, as I noticed when we marched up the street from the boat, the 
applause of our people lined along the route—a real citizens’ welc 
welcome that was spontaneous; and I want to say to you that I consider, 
and I think you consider, that the reception one gets, or a body of people 
visiting a country gets, from the man in the street, so to speak, the regular 
public, is really greater than from the officials who gather around.

I suppose, looking over this audience tonight, sitting here as I have 
looking into your genial and very happy faces, that anything I might say 
to you tonight would go down very well. The whole thing reminds me 
very much of the story that the Honorable Jimmy Thomas told when 
he was here three years ago, of the recruit, a young lad, who had just 
joined the Salvation Army. He made a tremendous noise at all the out- 
door meetings. He shouted too loud and sang too loud, and at last they 
gave him the big drum to beat. He beat it so hard that no music could 
be heard from the others of the group. So the Adjutant, or Commander, 
or whoever was in charge, said to him ‘tLook here, Tommy, you mustn’t 
beat that drum so hard; you make too much noise!’ “Oh!” he said, 
“Commander (or Adjutant), Iam so happy I could just bust the bloody 
thing!” (Laughter). 


Now, you are all so happy tonight just because you are among friends. 
The “bon entente cordial” that the people of New Brunswick I think are 
so noted for. But one word more to you, my friends, one word I beseech 
you to take to heart. When you repeal the 18th Amendment in the United 
States, do not forget that Canada is still to the north of you! Do not 
forget that while you may be getting legal refreshments, the same as we 
get in this free and democratic country, do not forget that we have the 
most magnificent fishing, hunting, and tourist rendevous that can be 
found in any part of the world!

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After all, why shouldn’t we be friends? We descendants that you see 
sitting around here tonight, we founded most of New England. We 
founded New York; we came out in the Mayrrower, a great many of 
our ancestors did: and then we have our beloved French Canadians, who 
are part and parcel of this great Dominion; we were unkind to them for 
a certain period after the capture of Quebec in 1704, and so they trekked 
down and founded Louisiana. So when you add this up, you will find 
we are so mixed up in our citizenship that we are, after all, not as we 
refer to you ‘our cousins to the south of us’ — we are really brother 
citizens. 

A few years ago I had the honor of attending, as Minister of Lands and 
Mines, the Sportsman’s Show in Boston. I went there with our esteemed 
and honored Lieut. Governor, and while there I was invited to take a seat 
in the Legislature and hear a debate. What was my great surprise to be 
ushered up alongside the Speaker of the House the then Senator and future 
Governor! (Applause). At the Governor’s luncheon today we elected him 
future Governor. 


Well, on this particular occasion, what was my surprise when the Speaker 
of the House brought down his gavel and gave a side wink to a member of 
the Legislature, who got up and moved that we have a recess so they could 
hear the distinguished Tilley, member of the Legislature of Canada! I 
didn’t know what to do! Just think of recessing a meeting of our House 
in this country to permit the members to hear a speaker—there is so 
much red tape it couldn't be done! So I started out just as our good friend 
Justice Baxter did. I told the story of the two thousand miles long and 
the narrow width. I said “Gentlemen, you know sometimes associations 
like the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company come down to New 
Brunswick, and you people here, being Prohibition in the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, would not know what a cocktail is. Well, we give our 
friends a cocktail when they come down here, and then the orators get up, 
when they have had enough of them, and tell about that two thousand 
miles, etc.”’ 

Gentlemen, when I arose to speak—I haven’t said anything yet—when 
I arose to speak I felt very timid. T am naturally of a timid disposition. 

I saw the future Governor of Massachusetts there, with an address that 
he has all typewritten, on my right, and I said “This is no place for me!” 
and asked the Commander if he would excuse me from making a speech; 
he wouldn’t let me off. All I can say to you, gentlemen, is this: That when 
we say you are welcome, thrice welcome, in this Province we mean it! 
If you will only go back, you gentlemen who hold high official rank in 
the Legislatures of your different States and in Congress, and reduce 
some of those tariff barriers, we will appreciate it. Let in our agricultural 
commodities, and our timber, and a few of our fish and our by-products, 
and we'll promise you that a dinner like this for the future won’t cost 
you a red cent! (Great applause).

Tue ComMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 


From Cape Cod to the Berkshire Hills, this God-fearing people extend 
the hand of fellowship to the peoples of the Earth. Massachusetts, there 
she stands! 


Lieutenant Irwin. To respond to the toast “The Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts,” it is my pleasure and it is 
my privilege to call upon one of our comrades, a soldier, a 
gentleman, and a leader of his political party, the Republican 
party, His Excellency Lieutenant Governor Gaspar G. Bacon. 
(Great. applause.) 


Lieut. Governor Bacon 


Mr. Commander, Premier Tilley, Your Honor, and distinguished 
speakers who are to follow me, and more distinguished speakers who would 
like to be here and speak for me, comrades and friends of Saint John: To 
be invited to say a word to this hospitable audience on an occasion as 
significant as this is a proud privilege and a signal honor. I came on this 
pleasant trip with the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts as a humble member, bound primarily on enjoyment and 
with no thought of official responsibility. May I, therefore, be permitted 
to say that my halting remarks have no world-wide significance and that 
I speak solely as a citizen of Massachusetts to emphasize as best I may, 
the appreciation which we all feel for the cordiality of your welcome and 
the sincerity of your friendship. 


It may not be inappropriate to supplement the remarks of Mr. Justice 
Baxter with one or two, I hope, appropriate thoughts. An occasion of 
this kind, when brothers of the same blood and imbued with the same tra- 
ditions, and living side by side, only separated by fordable rivers, artificial 
boundaries, and elusive tides, sit down together in friendly intercourse to 
enjoy the hospitality of neighbors, it is but natural to recall some of the 
incidents of our historic past and to renew the ties that bind. Speaking 
temporarily for the citizens of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, I 
do so with natural feelings of pride that the men who founded the great 
American Republic, the men whose genius contrived its Constitution, 
their forefathers who, struggling in the wilderness, gradually developed 
the basis of our form of government, were men who spoke the English lan- 
guage, obeyed and believed in English laws, and were nourished on English 
literature and English history. ‘They came to the shores of the American 
continent firm in the faith of their forefathers and fully determined to 
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plant in the New World the seeds of liberty and the doctrines of self- 
determination. The sturdy settlers of your province landed here with the 
same indomitable spirit and, with the same hope and same aspirations, 
founded a colony based upon the same ideals of justice and the same 
concepts of individual freedom. é 


Can it not be equally said of the descendants of both bands of pilgrims 
that, in the language of our Declaration of Independence, ‘a decent re- 
spect for the opinions of mankind” demanded that they be given certain 
basic rights. All those who, in those early days, ventured into the un- 
known, were inspired by the fundamental thought that “all men are 
created equal, that they are endowed by their Creator with certain inali- 
enable rights; that among these are life, liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness; that, to secure these rights, governments are instituted among 
men, deriving their just powers from the consent of the governed.” 


How these old truths stand out today with a new and vivid meaning]! 
For years we have been accustomed to hear them repeated on all patriotic 
occasions. Often we have heard them reiterated as platitudes of no special 
significance. But, on an occasion of this kind, and at a time when the 
world seems on the verge of collapse, when war-torn Europe is discarding 
these principles in favor of autocracy, is it not fitting to remind ourselves 
once more that the foundation stones of the American Continent cannot be 
lightly destroyed, that whatever may happen in the rest of the world, the 
traditions of liberty here will forever be secure. 


’ 

The Declaration of Independence was the logical sequence of the old 
struggle for the same goal in England. It followed the Magna Charta and 
the Bill of Rights of 1688. It embodied not the vague dreams of idealists, 
but the practical statement of the terms on which human beings can live 
together in political equality with a chance for self-expression and develop- 
ment. Every one of its concepts recalls the bitter lesson of some tragic 
experience in human history. Its lines were written from the teachings of 
experience, each one with the thought of the blood and sweat and tears of 
generations that had resisted tyrants for the right to live. They were the 


fruits of eighteen centuries of persistent struggle. 


With these self-evident truths in mind, can we in these days of trouble 
afford to neglect our inheritance? Can we lightly push aside the teachings 
of history and thoughtlessly undermine the rock upon which our great 
house of humanity has been firmly built? Shall we admit that democracy 
is a failure? Must we too resort to a dictatorship? Has the character of 
our people deteriorated? Have we nothing left of the stamina of those who 
conquered the wilderness, who had to fight to survive? To what extent 
are we, free citizens, obliged to submit to regimentation, standardization, 


coercion? 
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These are some of the problems in which you and I are mutually inter- 
ested. We have traveled a long distance and now have reached the fork 
of the road. In which direction shall we proceed? 


To help us in our decision we naturally turn to the lessons of the past. 
What better guide then the teachings of history! What better lamp to 
light our faltering footsteps than the lamp of experience! 


Perhaps the greatest student of American government in modern times 
happens to have been an Englishman—James Bryce. It is a happy coin- 
cidence that one of the acknowledged authorities on the government of 
England is an American and a distinguished citizen of Massachusetts— 
A. Lawrence Lowell. Thus we do share each other's talents and contribute 
to each other’s enlightenment! 


In New York in the year 1911, Lord Bryce uttered these words— 
prophetic at the time, singularly significant now. 


“There is an old maxim of some famous Latin writer that the greatness 
of a nation is preserved by the same methods by which it has been won. 
That is to say, a nation that has beconre great will find itself safe in ad- 
hering to the principles and policy by which it grew to be great. You and 
our ancestors and your ancestors, when they lived together in the Old 
Country, as members of an undivided English people, and our people, 
since the division, and your people since the division, have been guided by 
two principles—the principle of liberty and the principle of order. And 
the reason why we have succeeded more than most countries in becoming 
both great and free is because we have always adhered to the conjunction 
of those two principles of liberty and order. 


“Our safety, gentlemen, and the way out of all our difficulties, seems 
to me to lie in adhering to those principles; not to abandon any of our 
faith in individual freedom, in the self-reliance which belongs to men of 
our race, in the opening of the freest and widest field for individual action 
and initiative, but at the same time to hold fast to the severe and strict 
repression of any resort to force and violence in the enforcement every- 
where of the authority of the law. 


“These are the principles by which you and we grew up great, and these 
are the principles by which every free government ought to be guided. 
You amongst all the nations of the earth are the least liable to suffer 
from the shock of the jarring interests of different classes; least liable 
because you have between the capitalists on the one side the wage earners 
on the other, a large class of intelligent voters who are able and intelligent 
enough to hold the balance fairly—give them time—between the interests 
of the capitalists and the interests of the wage earners, and to recognize 
that the interests of all classes are in the last analysis interwoven with one 
another, and that which is an injury to one is an injustice and an injury 
to all. 
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“No great European country is as happily situated as you are in haying 
this great and impartial body of voters. Popular government is always on 
its trial. Every form of government is always on its trial. And you here 
in the United States are trying all those experiments which belong to 
popular government on the greatest scale, and more in the eyes of the 
world than any other country, because the world feels that the experi- 
ments that you try here, with your gigantic population and your certainty 
of wonderful further expansion is an experiment tried for the world, and 
an experiment of incomparable significance for the world’s future. You 
have done more than any other people has ever done to give to the ordin- 
ary voter education, comfort and the fullest chance of rising in the world 
and making the most of his life, and you will continue to render an ines- 
timable service to the world and to free government everywhere, if you can 
prove that the ordinary voter, to whom you have entrusted political 
power, will prove himself to be zealous and upright and a capable citizen, 
who understands as the fathers of this republic understood, that peace 
and prosperity are the children not of freedom alone, but of freedom 
and order conjoined.” es 


No fragmentary words of mine can add anything more. You have 
listened to the words of a master. Popular government is surely on trial. 
The great fundamental principle of liberty under the law is threatened. 
Doctrines of state socialism are rapidly gaining strength. There is a great 
deal of dissatisfaction with the effectiveness of the working of existing 
institutions. 


What is our duty under the circumstances? Is it not to prove to our- 
selves, to our children, to the rest of the world that our deep-seated con- 
ceptions of civil, political and religious liberty, and representative govern- 
ment and economic freedom are not dead, but that they can be made to 
work with fairness to all men. We have been challenged and we accept 
the challenge. We have faith that the foundation stones of our social 
and political system, our inheritance, our traditions, our basic ee a 
cannot, however strong the storms of revolution, be destroyed. (Tumul- 


tuous applause).

Commander Irwin, guests, gentlemen: It is my privilege tonight to re- 
spond to the toast of “The City of Saint John.” You are representatives 
of one of the oldest, if not the oldest, militia units on the North American 
continent, and we as citizens pride ourselves on being citizens of the oldest 
incorporated city in the Dominion of Canada. I can say to you tonight 
that I am overwhelmed; words fail me to express appreciation, on behalf 
of the citizens of Saint John, of your coming to our city. I am sure that 
we have, and you have, created a friendship, a fellowship, that will long 
linger with us. I am sure the good old Loyalist City of Saint John has 
always been closely linked with the City of Boston. It is not an unusual 
thing to board the Eastern Steamship steamer for an overnight trip to the 
City of Boston. 


It has been my pleasure today to be in company with those who are very 
representative of your organization, and I can say that I have fully en- 
joyed the day, but we have a regret, and the regret which we have is 
that we, as a city, have been unable to do something for you. And you 
have arrived in our City and you are acting as hosts to several of our 
citizens. I am sure that each and every citizen of the City of Saint John 


would appreciate very much if they could give in return something for 
your kindness! (Applause). 


My only hope is that you will carry back with you fond memories of 
your stay with us. My only wish is that it could be longer, but you must 
depart from us tomorrow noon, and we regret that parting. And in closing 
I would like to leave with you these words. In the City of Vancouver, 
there is a memorial that has been erected to Ex-President Harding, and 
engraved on it are these words: “Our Protection is in our Fraternity, 
our Armor is in our Faith; the tie that binds more firmly year by year is 
ever increasing . . . And the compact is not of perishable parchment, 
but a fair and honorable dealing which, God grant, shall continue for all 
time.” (Applause).

Commander Irwin, Premier Tilley, Judge Baxter, Mayor Brittain, 
honored guests and friends: You know, I am in a tough spot on this pro- 
gram. Our Lieutenant Governor from Massachusetts they say isa Repub- 
lican. (Laughter). I am Chairman of the Democratic State Committee 
of Massachusetts. I am glad that the election of Governor does not 
depend wholly on those in this room tonight. When they make you 
Lieutenant Governor of Massachusetts, it is a bad spot to put a man in— 
see what happened to the last one! I want to say this, however—the 
present Lieutenant Governor is one of a fine family, which is respected 
by all citizens of Massachusetts—Democrats or Republicans—like the 
Lowells and the Cabots, and I have that same respect for Lieutenant 
Governor Gaspar Bacon that you have. A year from now we will fight 
out the other end of it! 

I notice that up here in this neck of the woods, New Brunswick, it is 
very apparent what is going to happen in the United States with reference 
to the 18th Amendment. I am afraid those millions of visitors who have 
been strolling over here for fifteen years will not be coming in such large 
numbers when we take that 18th Amendment off the statute books, for 
then personal liberty will once more exist in our country. 


The gentleman who was to have responded to the toast tonight “The 
City of Boston” is our honored Mayor. He has written a letter to Captain 
Maier, telling of his inability to be here, as he is trying to accomplish 
something in Washington with the N.R.A. to secure employment for 
the people of Massachusetts. The hour is late, otherwise I would read his 
letter, but that is the sum and substance of his communication. I know 
that he is just as sorry not to be able to be with you as you are not to 
have him here tonight. He is a very busy man, a very efficient man, and 
he is working hard to do something for the unemployed in Boston. 


With profound respect and deep joy, we accept your hospitality and 
your amiable expressions of friendship. We come to break bread with you, 
not as itinerant travelers but as your permanent neighbors and your 
permanent friends. We come, sincerely and genuinely, as delighted guests 
to the home of the host we admire out of generations of agreeable concord 
and unbroken attachment. 
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Let me describe to you, not in my own humble words, but in the beau- 
tiful idiom of the poet, the spirit of the hospitality by which we have 
been received by the people of New Brunswick :— 


“Neither locks had they to their doors nor bars to their windows: 
But their dwellings were open as day and the hearts of their owners. 


For your courtesy and your geniality, we thank you. We reciprocate 
with an expression of the hope that the ties of mutual interest which 
now bind us together in common regard, respect and friendship shall only 
grow stronger with every new generation. 


Whether he so intended, Longfellow declared in his refreshing poetry 
the formal relations which exist between us. ‘Neither locks had they to 
their doors nor bars to their windows.”’ No, nor mighty fortresses and 
other implements of war to throw their sinister shadow across either side 
of the boundary line. We have lived beside each other since Colonial 
days in peaceful friendship, which could well have served as a meritorious 
example to the rest of the world. 


We have seen disturbing elements at times. A tariff has been higher 
than the conditions may have warranted. There have been imposts which 
charged the air with resentment. There have been campaigns for reciproc- 
ity. Now and then some nationalistic optimist has talked of annexation, 
on one side or the other. The occasional altercation over immigration 
has taken its day in the limelight of controversy. 


These affairs have been infrequent; measured by the life of Nations 
they have been only casual. Above and beyond them all has been that 
fine and enduring realization that the friendship so obvious between us 
makes all other incidents trivial by comparison. We have shown the 
world that neighbors can and do get along, and let us continue to do so. 


We have borne together of late the economic adversities that are general 
to the world. The economists tell us that these adversities were basic 
and fundamental. This is not altogether true. Man is rivalistic by nature 
and he can set up purely superficial barriers and restraints which may 
seem to be essential at the time, but which prove by experience to be not 
only unnecessary but disadvantageous to all the parties affected thereby. 
Our problems in the United States have been tackled for us lately by 
a new Administration which has a kindly outlook upon life and the world. 
You have seen President Roosevelt in this locality, and you must haye 
been impressed, as we have been, not only by his rugged determination 
but by his generous impulses to his fellow-man as well. It is inevitable 
that his philosophy and noble intentions will secure the relationships that 
have made Canada and the United States the Damon and Pythias among 
the nations of the world. Your people have come to live among us, to 
cultivate our fields, to enliven our industries, to participate in every field 
of endeavor and to assume the burdens and responsibilities of citizenship. 
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We in the United States did not come over in the same boat but we are 
all in the same boat now, with the sons of Canada pulling at the oars. 
They have chosen very largely to settle in our native city of Boston and its 
environs, and there we dwell with them together as citizens while our 
children are reared together in the same churches, the same schools and 
the same playgrounds and to grow into adult life with the same purposes. 
We think we know each other pretty well, and that is why we like each 
other. 
I sometimes wonder what may be the viewpoint of those who remain 

at home. And then I know, because the poet has expressed it for me. 

“Talk not of wasted affection! affection never was wasted; 

If it enrich not the heart of another, its waters returning 

Back to their springs, like the rain, shall fill them full of refreshment.” 


This affection exists for you deeply in the hearts of your Canadian sons 
who have welded more firmly the bonds between the two nations. It is 
typical of the affection which exists between the peoples of the two nations 
as a whole and which may endure, please God, so long as history is written. 


(Applause). 


LizureNnAnt Irwin. Is Colonel Holder, of the Saint John 
Fusiliers, here? (Colonel Holder arose and proceeded to the 
head table.) Colonel Holder, it is indeed a pleasure for me 
to have the opportunity to present to you this punch bowl 
as a token of our friendship and our esteem to you and to 
your command. If we had more time, I know that our rifle 
team would enjoy a match with you; His Worship, the Mayor, 
was very gracious and in favor of such an occasion, and had 
we more time there would have been a gala day and shoot 
and whatever goes with it. 


Now, as a token of our friendship, our good will, and the 
hope of our continued associations that have always existed 
between us, I ask you to accept this from the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company. (Applause). : 


Coronet Hoxper. Mr. Commander, Your Worship, 
Premier Tilley, and gentlemen: In accepting this beautiful 
bowl on behalf of the officers of the Saint John Fusiliers, I 
feel that a great honor has been bestowed upon the regiment.

When we of the present day look upon this token, it will 
remind us of yourselves and the good times which we have 
spent together, and I trust in. the years to come that all 
groups of future officers and men will uphold the traditions 
that have their beginning in the past, and the kind friendship 
between the two units. Gentlemen, I thank you! 


(Sustained applause, and singing ‘“‘For he’s a Jolly Good 
Fellow” as Colonel Holder returned to his table bearing the 
bowl.)

Mr. Commander and gentlemen: Now, when you selected tonight, to 
reply to this toast a simple soldier, I feel sure that you did it knowing he 
would not say very much—and that is about the fact of it. And the fact 
that I have had to stick around until ten o’clock tonight with this duty

in front of me reminds me very much of the story of the woman who was 
dying; she sent for her husband, who had not been on speaking terms 
with his mother-in-law for twenty years. She said “John, one last request? 
“What is it, Mary?” “I want you to promise you will take mother in the 
motor car to the funeral.’ John was not in favor of this; he walked up 
and down and scratched his head, and finally said “Mary, I'll do it! But 
remember, Mary, you have spoiled the day for me!’’ (Laughter). 


Now, this Eighth Toast—Your Guests and Hosts,—is one I have never 
heard before. Your Hosts—the Citizens of Saint John—the reply to that 
part of the toast has been gracefully published in today’s paper by the 
Mayor, and in the leading editorial in the morning and evening papers. 
So far as the Militia is concerned, the interchange of courtesies on the 
wharf this morning, the presence of representatives of the Militia at that 
dignified ceremony this morning in the Square should be evidence to you 
that the citizens and the Militia are warmly your hosts in that regard. 


And this Honorable Artillery Company reminds me that the Honourable 
Artillery Company of London is the oldest in the Empire. The second 
regiment is the Royal Regiment of Artillery; the third is the Loyal Com- 
pany of Artillery, localised in Saint John now in the Brigade—the Com- 
manding Officer is here tonight. General Foote told me this evening 
that the Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts is the oldest 
Militia unit in the United States, so you see, gentlemen, we have here 
amongst the Militia some very old and representative Militia units. 


Now, about our position as Guests. My job tonight—and it is a very 
pleasant duty, Commander—is to thank you, on behalf of the Guests, 
for this sumptuous banquet and for the wonderful evening we have had, 
and it seems to be that the way in which we can best prove to you what 
we think of this banquet is for the guests to arise and give three rousing 
British cheers for The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts. 


(The cheers and a tiger were given with a will. “Three cheers and a 
tiger for our friends and comrades of Saint John” were proposed and given 
by the entire body of Ancients. The entire gathering broke into the song 
“The more we are together, etc.”’).

Church service was in order this morning, and a delegation 
of over 100 from the Company headed by Lieutenant Irwin 
attended at the historic Trinity Church, which contains a 
famous relic of Massachusetts, namely the Royal Arms that 
were taken from Boston by the retiring Loyalists in Revolu- 
tionary days. An escort of Canadian troops accompanied the 
Ancients to church. The Sermon was by Rev. Dr. Laurence, 
rector of the church, and the Lesson was read by Lieut. Irwin 
—the first time a military officer had ever read the Lesson in 
the church. 


Shortly after noon, the “homeward bound” was sounded 
and the good ship “‘set sail’ amid the farewells of a repre- 
sentative official party of the City of Saint John and a large 
concourse of the populace gathered at the wharf. The Com- 
pany arrived in Boston about 8 o’clock Monday morning, and 
was dismissed without the usual parade to the Armory. 
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Lieutenant Irwin tendered his heartiest compliments to the 
members for their fine discipline throughout the trip and 
commended the Company for a successful fulfillment of all 
orders. . 


Capt. Joseph G. Maier was delegated to visit Mayor Curley 
at City Hall, and conveying the greetings of Lieutenant 
Irwin present to His Honor an attractive cane as a gift to him 
from the Canadian War Veterans’ Association of Saint John. 
With the gift was a short note, which read: “‘For courtesy 
and kindness extended by Your Honor, and pleasant mem- 
ories of July 14, 1917, spent in your city.” 


7 Mayor Curley was highly pleased and said that he would 
immediately express his thanks in a letter to the veterans. 


Two other gifts of Company significance cemented the 
cordiality of relationships for those who participated in the 
trip. Lieut. Irwin on behalf of the Ancients presented a 
handsome and capacious traveling bag to General Passenger 
Agent Brooks of the steamship company, and Lieut. Irwin 
himself received from friends an attractive malacca cane 
with silver plate thereon suitably inscribed.

RECORD OF FALL PARADES 


Throughout all the years of Company existence, the Fall 
Field Day tour of duty has been strictly observed except 
when war or public calamity necessitated a change of plan 
to conform with general conditions. If the nation, state or 
city called for the aid of its citizens, either in a civic or military 
capacity, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company has 
never been recreant in its duty but among the first to respond. 
A part of the organized militia, it has invariably tendered its 
services for whatever the Chief Executive of the Common- 
wealth and Commander in Chief of the military forces of 
the State might require, and its early history shows active 
participation in the field when invasion or defense called the 
troops to “‘rally ‘round the flag.” Every war and insurrection 
from the founding of this great nation has recorded hundreds 
of officers and men from this Company doing duty in the 
regular and volunteer branches of the army, navy or National 
Guard. 


The Fall Field Day tour of duty, while following the regu- 
lations set down by the pioneers and founders of the organi- 
zation, has carried with it, in most instances, a mission to 
perform. Visits to other cities have brought into friendly 
and fraternal relations with this ancient corps the kindred 
organizations of such municipalities, and emphasized the fact 
that Boston and Massachusetts still stand for the noblest 
ideals of American citizenship. Tours to other countries have 
promoted the feeling of peace and good will between the 
United States and foreign nations and welded more strongly 
the international bonds of unity for the best interests of all 
peoples. 


Colonial days and for some years after the War for Inde- 
pendence noted the performance of the Fall Field Day tour 
of duty either on Boston Common or somewhere in the vicinity 
of the metropolis of New England. Since shortly before the 
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Civil War, the annual tour has taken the Company to more 
remote cities and foreign lands.

George Washington, the “Father of His Country,” and 
Governor Joseph B. Ely, Chief Executive of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, received the hearty and enthusiastic 
tribute of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company on 
February 22, 1934—the day memorable to all Americans as” 
the anniversary of the birth of the first President of the 
United States and notable at least in recent years as the 
birthday of the present Governor of this state, whose con- 
spicuous and brilliant rise in public life now makes him an 
outstanding figure in national affairs.

The Governor’s position at the centre of the head table 
gave His Excellency a splendid view of the immense and 
beautiful birthday cake made by the Seiler Brothers, mem- 
bers of the Company, and which in due time was cut into 
choice portions with a sword in the Governor’s hands. A 
slice of the cake was presented to each member and guest 
present. 


Lieut. Irwin sat at the left of the Governor and Lieut. 
Roberts at the right. The menu was a delightful assemblage 
of appetizing courses, including the Seilers’ famous clam 
chowder. The menu card displayed an excellent engraving 
of the portrait of the Governor. A copper plate engraving 
of this portrait set on a wooden placque made from one of 
the timbers of the frigate Constitution was presented by 
Lieut. Irwin on behalf of the Company to His Excellency. 


After gracefully thanking Lieut. Irwin and the Company 
for the gift, the Governor humorously referred to the en- 
graving by saying, “After all that has happened, I am very 
happy to find myself at last mounted on the Constitution.” 
The gist of the Governor’s remarks, after he had mentioned 
“pardon” problems confronting him recently, was views and 
suggestions for a complete reorganization of the police forces 
in this state, in order to meet the present day criminal forces 
that, in his opinion has become an agency modernized in an 
attempt to outwit and defeat the present police methods.

The Governor’s remarks were greeted with prolonged ap- 
plause. The only other speakers, besides Lieut. Irwin, were 
Rey. Raymond Lang of the First. Corps of Cadets and chap- 
lain of the Ancients for this year, and Maj. Roswell G. 
Hall, superintendent of public buildings of Boston, who 
represented the city and spoke for Mayor Mansfield, unable 
to attend the dinner because of illness.

of the current administration. A Seiler dinner, a galaxy of 
stars from the theatres in an entertaining program and plenty 
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of comradery comprised the features of the Company Smoker. 
Equally as entertaining was the dinner and program of the 
Sergeants at the Copley Plaza. 


Tue ComMANDING OrFicer ENTERTAINS 
Two functions at the home of Lieutenant and Mrs. Irwin 
in Newton Centre were mid-winter events wherein the Com- 
manding Officer and his estimable wife acted respectively as 
host and hostess to the Sergeants of the Company and the 
Past Commanders. 


The first took place on January 9, 1934, and the Sergeants 
were the recipients of the hospitality on that occasion. Sergt. 
Louis Aronson, orderly to the Commanding Officer, Lieut. 
Roberts and Sergt. Wallace D. Riddell assisted in the enter- 
taining. Commissary Thornburg arranged a typical Dutch 
dinner in such a distinctive manner as to veritably “beat 
the Dutch.” The Sergeants fairly reveled in epicurean enjoy- 
ment of boiled pork, pig’s knuckles, sauerkraut and all the 
customary fixings of such a repast. The dinner and festivities 
were held in the Rumpus Room and continued delightfully 
until after the midnight hour. Incidentally, plans were 
discussed and formulated for the activities of the Company 
during the remainder of the administration term. 

The Past Commanders—nearly all being present—gathered 
at the Irwin home on the evening of February 14, 1934. The 
early hours were devoted to informal conversations fraught 
with much of reminiscence in reference to the Company, and 
Capt. Harry Hamilton, having brought to the occasion a 
volume of 70 or more cartoons, engravings and caricatures 
of early times in the Company’s career, furnished quite an 
amusing and entertaining period before the dinner. A most 
enjoyable turkey repast, with a post prandial, in which the 
host and hostess were pleasingly ‘toasted,’ comprised the 
concluding symposium. 


Receptions, PARADES AND CEREMONIES 


On the evening of Saturday, December 30, 1933, the 
Military Order of the World War sponsored a testimonial 
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dinner to His Honor, Mayor James M. Curley, honorary 
member of the Ancients, which brought out a brilliant and 
distinctive assemblage at the Copley Plaza Hotel. The Com- 
pany had several tables in the centre of the large banquet 
hall, and the officers and many comrades accompanied by 
their wives added eclat to the occasion. During the evening, 
His Honor was presented with a handsome and appropriately 
engraved badge of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company. 


The Company was represented at the annual ball and 108th 
anniversary celebration of the Old Guard of New York on 
Friday evening, January 26, 1934, but was prevented from 
sending the usual large delegation by reason of the death of 
Capt. William N. McKenna, past commander of the Company. 


Commemorative exercises in honor of George Washington 
and Abraham Lincoln held under the auspices of the City of 
Boston in Faneuil Hall on Sunday afternoon, February 18, 
1934, witnessed the presence of a Color Guard from the 
Company, with Lieutenant Irwin and Commander Frederick 
H. Bishop of the Company, the latter officially representing 
the Grand Army of the Republic, as members of the Honorary 
Committee. 


The Colors and ten comrades from the Company partici- 
pated in the joint anniversary of the First Light Infantry 
of Providence, R. I., and the Boston Fusiliers observed at 
Providence on May 11, 1934. 


Celebrations under the auspices of the City of Boston on 
Patriots’ Day and the Fourth of July, 1933, included Com- 
pany representation in the parades and exercises, the Colors 
and a guard having a place in line. A detail in charge of 
Lieut. Ichabod Bunker took part in similar ceremonies at 
Portland, Me., on the Fourth of July. 


The Commanding Officer was the recipient of an invitation 
from the Captain and Officers of His Majesty’s Ship Danae 
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for a reception aboard at the Charlestown Navy Yard on 
Saturday, August 12, 1933, and for a reception and lunch- 
eon tendered the ‘“Danae’s” officers by Mayor Curley at the 
Copley Plaza Hotel on Wednesday, August 16, both of which 


were accepted. 


The ball of the Army and Navy Club of Boston at the 
Copley Plaza Hotel on May 1, 1934, included the presence in 
uniform of a large representation from the Ancients, as also 
was noted at a similar occasion conducted by the Twenty- 
Sixth Division at Hingham on December 9, 1933. 


The Officers and Sergeants were among the delegation at 
the Army and Navy Club ball, and prior to the reception 
Lieut. Gov. Gaspar G. Bacon on behalf of the Sergeants pre- 
sented sabres to Lieut. Irwin and Lieut. Roberts and also 
sabres of similar design to the Sergeants themselves. These 
gifts were made possible because of a fund that the Sergeants 
had acquired during the year with this commendable object 
in view. 


QUEEN BRINGS HONORS TO COMPANY 


Lieut. Comd’r Walter K. Queen, past commander of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, not only has 
received honors from this Company but himself has always 
strivén to bring honors to the historic corps. Selected by 
Admiral Byrd as chief engineer of the Byrd Antarctic Expe- 
dition II to Little America, Antarctica, almost the first 
thought of this loyal comrade was ‘“‘what can I do to make 
this expedition trip of mine one of benefit to the Company?” 
It was quickly solved, and two flags, one a large bunting flag 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massa- 
chusetts and the other a small silk flag of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, were carried 
to Little America. These flags were with the Expedition on 
the flagship Jacob Ruppert from the time it left Boston on 
October 11, 1933 to Little America and back to New Zealand, 
and were then returned to the Ancient & Honorable Artil- 
lery Company on April, 1934, by Lieut. Commander Queen. 


The small silk flag accompanied Admiral Byrd on his first 
airplane trip over the previously unknown territory along 
the 150 meridian 200 miles south from S. Lat. 70° and again 
along the 116 meridian 175 miles south from S. Lat. 70°. It 
also was carried by Lieut. Comd’r Queen to the Mess Hall 
at Little America, 78° 45’ S. Latitude. 


The large flag flew from a staff in the snow at Little America 
on February 5, 1934 as shown in the accompanying picture. 


: Over 200,000 square miles of previously undiscovered ter- 
ritory was opened up by the Expedition on the trip on the 
flagship Jacob Ruppert through the ice and by the airplane 
flights mentioned above. 

The first, a standard size bunting flag of the Company, was 
prepared in order to take advantage of Admiral Byrd’s 
promise to Captain Queen to fly the flag of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company over Little America. The 
second, was a miniature silk flag beautifully embroidered with 
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the Coat of Arms of the Company and presented by Mrs. 
Charles T. Cahill in the expectation that it would be carried 
over the Pole if Admiral Byrd made that flight. As this flight 
was nol atlempled it was carried by Admiral Byrd over a 
large tract of territory probably never before gazed on by 


“any human being. It covered the territory between the 150 


meridian 200 miles south to latitude 70 degrees and again 
along the 116 meridian 200 miles south to latitude 70 degrees 
and again along the 116 meridian 175 miles south from lati- 
tude 70. It was also as stated, carried by Captain Queen to 
the Mess Hall of Little America 78 degrees 40 minutes south 
latitude. 


The small silk flag is being preserved in a suitable frame 
in the Armory with inscription, and both make most inter- 
esting record of the Byrd Expedition and Captain Queen’s 
participation in it. 


The following messages by radio and telegraph are herewith 
given as matters of valuable Company record because of 
their historic significance, and are self-explanatory

Inu Memoriam 


It is doubtful if the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany in its nearly three centuries of continuous existence ever 
sustained a greater loss to its roll of membership than has 
been sustained during the current administration. Numer- 
ically, in the decimation of the ranks the percentage of deaths 
has been of normal average, yet at no period of Company 
activity and recorded history can be remembered the passing 
of so many former commanders as befell the historic, old 
corps in practically the first eight months of the present admin- 
istration. Four of these prominent captains, including Captain 
William H. Chase elected to the command at the beginning 
of the present Company year, were called to the Higher Life. 
And, despite this almost overwhelming handicap to the usual 
expectation of administration co-operation, the officer so 
suddenly summoned to take command, First Lieutenant 
George C. Irwin, met the situation bravely and with fine 
executive efficiency, and ‘‘carried on’’ successfully to the end 
of the term prescribed by Rules and Regulations. 


Capt. William H. Chase departed this life on June 23, 1933; 
Capt. Jacob Fottler, on August 8, 1933; Capt. William N. 
McKenna, on January 25, 1934; and Capt. Francis H. Apple- 
ton, Sr., on February 9, 1934. The sorrow of their comrades 
and the feeling of the Company in the great loss sustained is 
best expressed by the resolutions adopted and the record of 
the same now spread on the pages of the Company history; 
which are here appended. 


CAPT. WILLIAM H. CHASE 


Born September 18, 1865 
Admitted September 7, 1920 
Died June 28, 1933 


@ The customary preparations completed for the 
observance of the 295th Anniversary on June 5, 
1933, the members of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company looked forward to a colorful 
day of parade and ceremony that would add a 
new luster to the record of celebrations that had 
taken place down through the centuries of time. 
@ On Sunday, June 4th, the incoming officers had 
gathered with their associates to check the final 
details. Outstanding among them was the stalwart 
figure of, the Captain to be,—William H. Chase. 
He was happy in the anticipation of a great honor 
that was to be publicly bestowed upon him on the 
morrow, al Boston Common. His smile reflected, 
his features radiated, the pride that was his in the 
knowledge that an ambition he had cherished was 
about to be realized . . . but, it was not to be, 
for... “in the midst of life is death’’—‘“‘in the 
twinkling of an eye joy can be turned to sorrow” 
. and,—so it was, for on that very night our 
good comrade and potential leader was stricken 
with what proved to be a fatal illness. 
@ With the dawn, his comrades shocked by the 
sad news, prayed with sincere hearts for his re- 
covery. Throughout the day anxiety and tension 
was ever present, and when the time came to 
commission the officers and his place was unfilled, 
it was decided that a substitute should act, so that 
later, at his bedside, Captain Chase could receive 
the gorget from the hands of the Lieutenant 
Governor. 


@ It was probably the first time in the history of 


the organization that the Captain elect had been 
commissioned on his sick bed. It was this gracious 
act on the part of the Acting Governor that no 
doubt gave new strength and courage to our 
stricken Commander, and enabled him to make a 
brave fight to live—a battle he lost, on June 23rd, 
after receiving the best of medical care, the tender 
ministrations of his devoted wife and daughter, 
and the loving attention and comforts of his 
comrades. 


@ And now, at this first meeting of the Company 
since his death, we realize that the traditions of 
the old Corps require that we carry on. It is fitting 
that we pause to pay tribute to the memory of 
the man we had confidently expected would be in 
charge of the meetings for the current adminis- 
tration. 


C Our first duty is to pledge our loyalty and give, 
assurance of support to his associate officers, who 
take up the duties and responsibilities, and who 
will carry out the program and policies of Captain 
Chase as they understood them in their conver- 
sations with him. 


@ Captain Chase was enrolled as a member Sep- 
tember 7th, 1920. The charm of his personality 
made for him many good friends. His interest and 
activity immediately stamped him as a valuable 
member. He became generally popular and we all 
got to know him as “‘Bill’’ Chase, and to regard 
him as one who would go ahead. He was chosen 
a Sergeant of Infantry in 1922 and gave such ser- 
vice that his promotion to First Lieutenant fol- 
lowed in 1928. 
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@ A few years later (1930) he was elected as Com- 
missary, a position he was particularly adapted by 
training and experience to fill. In this office he 
spent the happy years that gave him the delight 
of opportunity to provide for the social features 
at meetings and drills. In his genial manner he 
constantly sought some new way to give pleasure 
to his associates. No sacrifice of time, no matter 
how long the hours, or how great the interference 
with his personal business, were too great for him 
to be willing to make. He loved his work. 


q@ It was the abundance of his good-nature and his 
cordial spirit that spoke for him, because he was a 
man of few words, yet there was always in the 
sparkle of his eyes, and faintly quizzical smile, 
something that made his warm handclasp give the 
assurance Uthat “Bill” Chase was wholesome, and a 
man to be admired. 


@ Somehow it became known that this modest 
comrade, who was giving so much of himself in 
our service, had a repressed ambition to become 
Commander of the Corps. When his friends heard 
this they were favorably inclined, and a sentiment 
was moulded that gave him the proof of his popu- 
larity when he was unanimously nominated for 
Captain at the meeting on May 9, 1933. 


@ A few of us know how deeply he appreciated 
this expression of confidence, and the sincere de- 
sire he had to build up the efficiency and strength 
of the organization, that he might have the oppor- 
tunity to find the ways and the means to create 
every possible occasion to bring the members to- 
gether in fraternal intercourse. 
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@ We cannot speak of his death without the feel- 
ing of deepest sorrow; we cannot think of Captain 
Chase without wishing that he could have been 
spared to carry out his term of service; we cannot 
forget that we have lost a good friend; but we 
can appreciate, and we can be glad, that it was 
our privilege to have made clear to him that he 
had the love and esteem of his comrades. There 
is nothing that we can now say, that will add a 
single flower to the wreath of friendship that 
already had been woven, and given to him, while 
he lived. 


@ Today is life. Death was yesterday. The first 
command of Captain Chase would have been 
“Forward!” and in the pattern of his example it 
is our duty to stand with heads erect, eyes to the 
front, and step off in unison to the drum beat of 
our traditions that require that each of us shall 
give the best in his service to our Ancient and 
Honorable Corps. 


@ Witu1am H. Cuase was born in Lowell, Massa- 
chusetts, September 18, 1865. His business career 
was active and honorable. While yet a young man 
he began his work in Woonsocket, R. I., and in a 
comparatively short time was the owner of a large 
bakery and catering business. 


@ He was subsequently in the preserve and fruit 
syrup manufacturing lines, for many years as 
Treasurer and General Manager of the Murray 
Company, and later as President of the Logan- 
Johnson Company. At the time of his death he 
was the President and Treasurer of the Blue 
Anchor Coffee Shops Inc. 


== 


@ He was the first charter member and the first 
Exalted Ruler of Woonsocket Lodge, Benevolent 
and Protective Order of Elks, a 32 degree Mason, 
affiliated with both the York and Scottish bodies, 
a member and officer in Aleppo Temple of the 
Mystic Shrine,- and active in the Royal Order of 
Jesters. 


@ Resoivep: That the members of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company convey to the 
wife and daughter of our Late Commander, Cap- 
tain William H. Chase, the assurance of their 
sincere sympathy in their great bereavement, and 
to further assure them that we held their loved 
one in high esteem and shall carry the memory of 
his sturdy character and sterling qualities as a 
man in our hearts for the days to come.

CAPTAIN JACOB FOTTLER 


Born August 19, 18389 
Admitted October 1, 1880 
Died August 8, 1933 


@ The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, 
rich in history, is like a book on the pages of which 
are inscribed the golden deeds that have made 
the traditions which men like to recall, and, as 
they recall them, strive to emulate the example 
of those, who by performance in life, have set the 
examples that are worthy of emulation. 


@ You can turn the pages of our history and find 
many illustrious names together with a record of 
their splendid contributions to the cause of patriot- 
ism in the days.of the Revolution, in every time of 
national stress and tribulation, and always in the 
vanguard of service in all the wars where America 
has taken its stand’ for humanity, for liberty and 
for justice, since our country was founded. 


@ As great as the list of such men, as fine as their 
examples are worthy of emulation by the members 
of this organization, there is a name that now takes 
its place among them, as we recognize his long and 
faithful service in this ancient corps. He is one 
while not renowned in war, or rising to the great- 
est heights of public service, yet by his modest 
career as a useful citizen in his daily life so meas- 
ured up to the full standard that makes a man 
that he gave the example of quality and character 
that is most worthy of appreciation and would be 
to our credit to emulate. 


@ For many years it had been recognized that 
there was among us a type of man that all de- 
lighted to meet, to catch the charm of his person- 
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ality, to take by the hand and to show him our 
regard. We sought him out because he was so 
strong in his fidelity, that a meeting without his 
presence would be incomplete. We knew he was 
in years, an elderly man, but his rugged consti- 
tution had kept him clear-eyed, the color in his 
cheeks, and so active and alert in his interest that 
he equalled the youngest of us. He was, in truth, 
a youthful patriarch. 


@ It is exceptional, when a man lives for many 
years beyond the allotted span of life. It is un- 
usual, when he has been so blessed with good 
health that he reached the ripe old age of his 
ninety-fourth year with the full possession of all 
of his faculties. It is both exceptional and unusual, 
when nature has kept him sweet in disposition 
and the fires of enthusiasm still burning in his 
spirit. It is sublime, when he still expands with 
broad and kindly friendliness in his relations with 
his fellow man. 


@ Such a man was this friend of all of us, and such 
a man we loved because no one ever heard him 
speak ill of a comrade. Such a man was the asso- 
ciate of members of this company for more than 
half a century, and for the greater part of that 
time first in their hearts as their Senior living 
Past Commander. 


@ Graciously he filled many positions, but none 
with more sincere endeavor than in his service as 
a member of the Finance Committee, for thirty- 
five years constantly guarding and seeking to main- 
tain the best interests of the Corps. 


@ His life was filled with the knowledge of what 
he had seen as he watched the upward trend of 


civilization and the occurences that were so vital 
in the very life of the nation, thal to review it, 
even in part, is almost like a fairy story. He wit- 
nessed the great advance of science and its achieve- 
ments, as step by step the giant strides were made, 
as ideas were formed in the brains of men who 
through equal opportunities to obtain free and 
liberal educations had become fitted to conquer 
the primitive conditions of the past. 


Our friend saw the dim candle light of the home 
replaced by the daylight beams of electric lights. 
The horse drawn vehicle become motorized. The 
stage coach of travel run by engines. The horse- 
drawn street car electrified and go deep in under- 
ground tunnels for a thoroughfare. Wooden ships 
that sailed the seven seas were transformed into 
ocean liners and ships Were built that travel under 
sea. The oxen that dragged the plow gave way 
to tractors, and factories were built to house 
machinery that took the place of his grandmothers 
spinning wheel. Distance was annihilated when 
the telephone carried the voice of friend to friend. 
The Atlantic cable was astounding until wireless 
telegraphy and the radio replaced it for quick 
service. 


@ Moving pictures soon became equipped with 
sound and brought delight and entertainment to 
the most remote places. The radio grew quickly 
to a national hook-up and by wave transmission 
that made it possible for the human voice to be 
heard around the world, and in nearly every home 
there is an instrument that gives to the people of 
the nation a chance to hear the very heart throbs 
of the discussions of its vital affairs. 


@ The science of medicine and surgical skill, by 
improved hospitals, have been aided by the won- 
derful discoveries of the X-ray, radium, and many 
more accessories that life has been prolonged where 
once some sicknesses were hopeless. 


The air ships came, and as perfected, skimmed 
the skies to land across the oceans in a matter of 
hours, and make it so a flight around the world is 
becoming commonplace. Huge buildings of steel 
and concrete shot up in the air to cover areas 
that were barren in the city of his boyhood, which 
in his time grew from a few thousands to become 
a metropolitan community of two million in popu- 
lation. 


C He also saw the periods of grave crisis, with the 
nation divided by dissentions that threatened its 
very existence, endure and emerge from the long 
years of a civil war, purged of the curse of human 
slavery, and become united in building the most 
powerful country on earth, that was later to ex- 
tend a helping hand to the down trodden of other 
lands and free them from tyranical rule. In the 
last decade of his life he saw the Flag go overseas 
to lead millions of its sons in resisting a power 
that threatened the democracy of mankind. These 
are but some of the things his eyes beheld in the 
wonderful age in which he lived. 


@ He always kept abreast of the times, marvelling 
no doubt, but able to assimilate and to under- 
standingly accept the fact that the purpose of life 
is to go forward, that today reveals nothing of 
tomorrow, that such has been the inexorable rule 
throughout the ages, and was to be expected. He 
met each day, each year, with a renewed faith. 
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There was no withering of his courage. He accept- 
ed whatever came with good cheer, and was ever 
curious to see what the day would bring forth. 
His step never faltered, for his head was always 
erect that his eyes might see the light. 


@ That is the way our friend lived, each day as 
each day came, and lived it with a gracious con- 
tentment that was satisfied with life. And when, 
spared the pains of a long illness, his day ended, 
his house was found in order, his book with life 
balanced, and his soul prepared to meet his Maker. 


{ Like the setting of a glorious sun, with the pastel 
colors of his splendid character adorning the skies, 
the brightness of his living spirit were dissolved 
by the shadows of eventide. 


@ His life is his eulogy. 
@ His memory a blessing. 
His example will endure. 


€ To few men will ever come the opportunity to 
live such a life. 


q He would ask no greater tribute than to have 
inscribed on a page in our records these words: 
JACOB FOTTLER

Died August 8, 1933

@ To the Commander, Officers, and Members of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company: 
Your committee appointed to present resolutions 
on the death of our Comrade, Past Commander 
Captain William N. McKenna, offer the following 
report: 

@ Caprain Wittram N. McKenna: Born Novem- 
ber 5, 1859. Died January 25, 1934. Enrolled a 
member of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery 
Company, May 30, 1890. Served 44 years, 7 
months, and 26 days. 


@ During these years he rendered a_ valuable, 
faithful, and complete service to our Company— 
in 1905-6 as Third Sergeant of Infantry—in 1909-10 
as Second Lieutenant—in 1915-16 as First Lieu- 
tenant—and in 1923-24 as our Commander, be- 
coming a member of the Past Commanders’ 
Association in 1925. During these years he served 
on many important Committees including the 
Armory Committee, and until his death as a 
Trustee of our Permanent Fund, in all of which 
he amplified his value to the Company by faith- 
ful performance and fulfillment of duty. During 
this time he also served as President of the ‘‘Ser- 
geants’ Association” and President of the ‘“‘Ten Of 
Us Club.” For many years he was an honored 
and active member of the “Boston Fusilier Vet- 
erans.”’ 


William N. McKenna by his life and in the con- 
duct of its affairs exemplified those real qualities 
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which demonstrate the very highest type of Amer- 
ican citizenship: A God fearing Christian Gentle- 
man—A patriotic American citizen—A soldier of 
his Country in the truest sense—A kind guide and 
loving parent in the bringing up of his four children 
left motherless by death during their tender years— 
Always ready with a listening ear, kindly advice 
and friendly help in response to a worthy plea. 


€ To enjoy the friendship of his fellow man was 
his absorbing desire, and response to this spirit 
afforded him a supreme pleasure in life. “He is 
my friend’? were words he so often used, never 
idly spoken, but when once pronounced, from him 
assured unwavering fidelity through life. 


@ Though a member of many splendid organiza- 
tions; charitable, fraternal, military, and civic; un- 
questionably the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company held first and supreme place in his heart, 
and every Comrade of the Ancients had his own 
individual niche in Captain McKenna’s vast ‘Hall 
of Friends.’”’ Yes, without question, to him the 
Ancients came first—to him, Faneuil Hall was the 
inner Sancto Sanctorum or Holy of Holies of all 
things Historical and Patriotic—to him, Old Glory 
was the most beautiful color display upon which 
the eyes of man could rest. 


‘‘Here’s to the Land which gave me birth, 
*‘Here’s to the Flag she flies,”’ etc. 


were words which he so oft loved to sing, and 
which we always enjoyed hearing in his sincere 
and musical tones. On the occasion of the Ancients’ 
pilgrimage to London in 1912, Captain McKenna 
served the delegation as Color Bearer of our 
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National Colors, and it was one of his most cher- 
ished memories that on this occasion he had the 
honor and privilege, through the grace of His 
Majesty the King of England, of bearing the un- 
furled American Flag into Buckingham Palace: the 
first time in history that this had ever occurred. 


@ In his life’s avocation he achieved success in the 
fact of severe handicaps. The son of a widowed 
mother, thrust upon his own resources at an early 
age, those same qualities of honesty and rugged 
fairness to his fellow man, which we found in him 
as our Comrade, assured his success in his business 
career. 


@ Much more could be added, but lengthy or 
elaborate encomiums are hardly needed to recall 
the real qualities of our departed and beloved 
Comrade. 


@ Captain McKenna has passed on a little ahead 
of we who are here. We shall miss him, but we 
must not think of him as gone. He must live with 
us as a pleasant memory. We know that we are 
better from having known him and having him as 
our friend, and we know that the Company is 
better as a result of his valuable and loyal service. 


C The words of James Whitcomb Riley seem at 
the moment to fit a thought and ease the heart- 
ache a bit: 


“T cannot say, and I will not say 

That he is dead—He is just away. 

With a cheery smile and a wave of the hand 
He has wandered into an unknown land. 
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Think of him still as the same, I say: 
He is not dead—He is just away.”

CAPTAIN FRANCIS HAWKS APPLETON 


Born August 4, 1853 
Admitted April 18, 1904 
Died February 9, 1934 


@ Caprain AppLeTon was born in Jersey City, 
New Jersey, on August 4th, 1853, the son of James 
and Mary Appleton, and was grandson of Robert 
Appleton, who came over from England and set- 
tled in New York in 1818. He was a grandson, on 
his Mother’s side, of Jacob Woolley, who served 
through the entire Revolutionary War. 


Through heritage he had acquired a taste for, 
and enjoyed, a military atmosphere. In his younger 
days he was a member of the Seventh Regiment of 
New York and served under Colonel Daniel 
Appleton. 


He located early in Boston and was a talented 
business man, becoming an outstanding figure in 
the rubber industry. He was eminently successful 
in all of his activities, commercial, civic, social and 
fraternal, and was widely and prominently known 
throughout Greater Boston as a patriotic and 
public-spirited citizen. 


@ He became a member of our organization in 
1904, and because of his great popularity rapidly 
rose from Private to Captain. He was our Com- 
mander, and served with great credit on our 
memorable trip to London in 1912. Never did a 
man take greater pride in filling that position, nor 
in endeavoring to bring honor and distinction to 
our corps. 


@ His was a genial, pleasing disposition, that of a 
gentleman born, with a friendly smile and a hearty 
hand-clasp. He always had a kindly, encouraging 
word for those in distress or in need. 


@ He was particularly fond of the Ancient & 
Honorable Artillery Company. 


@ His presence and his wise counsel were univer- 
sally sought, and his activity in our behalf con- 
tinued to the end, at which time he was Senior 
Past Commander and Chairman of the Trustees 
of the Permanent Fund, also President of the 
London Club. 


@ As long as we live we shall cherish the memory 
of his frank, open countenance and his charming, 
engaging manner. 


C In fraternal life he was also conspicuous, and 
in 1927 became Potentate of Aleppo Temple, 
Ancient Arabic Order of Nobles of the Mystic 
Shrine. 


@ A friend whose radiant life defies the shadows, 
and is glorified in its passing.

GIFTS TO THE COMPANY 


Progressive work has been accomplished in the past year 
by the Military Museum and Library Committee. They 
have secured in desirable form an inventory of the material 
in their charge with the location of each article, while classify- 
ing the same and preparing cards has gone on as rapidly as 
time would permit. Descriptions of the materials are also 
being prepared. 


A sub-committee of one, Comrade Whitcher, was early in 
the year designated for the purpose of obtaining data and 
descriptions regarding the different flags which appear in 
the Armory. This work has been accomplished, and descrip- 
tions of the various flags in proper frames are being prepared, 
samples of which are now hung under some of the pictures 
in the Armory. 


In order that the appearance of the west end of the Armory 
might be improved, the Committee suggested to the Armory 
Committee the possibility of establishing a plate rail which 
would regularly align the pictures of past commanders in the 
lower row, placing them in regular position with a proper 
pitch. The committee co-operated with the Armory Com- 
mittee in the installation of this rail, which has added greatly 
to the appearance of that portion of the Armory. As the 
Armory, through the interest of one of the past commanders 
of the Company, has been wired in such a way as lo permit 
the indirect lighting of the important historical paintings in 
the Armory, the Committee secured the temporary installation 
of lighting fixtures of this character and installed it on one of 
the pictures for demonstration purposes, with a definite price 
for such installation. ‘

THE TWO HUNDRED AND NINETY-SIXTH 
ANNIVERSARY 


Commemorating the 296th anniversary of the founding of 
this historic Company—the oldest military unit not only in 
this country but on the western hemisphere—the members 
turned out en force on Monday, June 4, 1934, and as usual 
made the occasion a colorful event. Although leaden skies 
toward the end of the parade and during the ceremonies on 
the Common threatened to interfere with this culminating 
outdoor feature, it can now be recorded that the finish was 
what might well be termed “‘the end of a perfect day.’ Thou- 
sands of spectators reviewed the column on the streets, and 
thousands, who surrounded the parade grounds or looked 
down on the pageant from the slopes descending from the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Monument on the Common, augmented 
the reviewing concourse that always marks the interest and 
enthusiasm of an Ancients’ "Lection Day. 


Lieut. Irwin commanded and led an imposing procession, 
among the units of which were visiting military detachments 
noted for their historical career and the splendor of. their 
uniforms. Mayor Mansfield at the reviewing stand in front 
of City Hall, accompanied by Mayor James W. Brittain of 
Saint John, N. B., received a salute as the column marched 
past and up School Street. 


No more significant tribute to Ancients’ Day greeted the 
ears of the marching patriots than that offered by Faneuil 
Hall, the home of the historic corps. As the Company and 
guests emerged from the ancient building to proceed over 
the traditional route to the State House, the old tocsin in the 
belfry, which has practically been silent since December 27, 
1925, rang out joyously and continued its ponderous but 
thrilling welcome to the auspicious occasion for over twenty 
minutes. Every reverberation from the stroke of the hammer 
was heard by those in line of parade until the column had 
almost reached Beacon Hill. 
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This novel idea was the heart's desire of Lieut. Irwin, 
and its accomplishment came through the hearty co-operation 
of Past Commander Joseph G. Maier, Superintendent Hall of 
Public Buildings and Fire Commissioner McLaughlin, the 
latter especially lending every aid for the installation of the 
necessary equipment to bring about the glorious peals from 
the bell in the tower. 


Sentiment as well as tradition permeated the activities of 
Lieut. Irwin and his staff from early dawn till the close of 
the day. Drummed up at reveille, the officers responded for 
line up in front of the Copley Plaza Hotel, and after breakfast 
proceeded to the King’s Chapel Burial Ground, where with 
brief but fitting exercises, and in pursuance of annual custom, 
a beautiful wreath was placed upon the tomb of Capt. Keayne, 
founder and first commander of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company. The annual Company luncheon was 
served between 11 and 12 A.M. at the Armory. 


The route of the afternoon parade followed traditional 


lines from the market district into State Street, music of 


Sousa’s famous march dedicated to the Ancients and in- 
cluding -the refrain of “Auld Lang Syne’ first greeting the 
onlookers, and then through Newspaper Row on Washington 
Street to School, Tremont and Park Streets. In front of the 
State House, Secretary of State Fredéric W. Cook, represent- 
ing the Governor, received the Company honors and then 
took his place in the column for the march to the Old South 
Church. The column continued down Beacon Street to 
Tremont and Boylston Streets to Copley Square, where de- 
ployment brought the procession into line and at attention 
as the distinguished guests passed on to the portals of the 
church, followed in due course by the entire Company and 
visiting military delegations.

THE ELECTION 


Guns boomed on Boston Common as the Company march- 
ing from the church after the annual services made its ap- 
péarance at the Beacon and Charles Street gate to the parade 
ground. Battery A, 101st Field Artillery, tendered this salute 
in tribute to the Governor, whose representative, Secretary 
of State Cook, came on to the reservation under escort of the 
Ancients. The scene was truly inspiring, not only to all 
participants in the marching column but to the enthusiastic. 
large assemblage gathered to view the exercises incidental 
to the drumhead election, when new officers would be chosen 
and duly commissioned and installed. Quartermaster Shack- 
ford and his assistant, Acting Quartermaster Sergeant. 
William H. Wilson, had completely arranged the various 
areas sel apart for the spectators, so that ceremonies were 
conducted without a hitch and all who viewed could admir- 
ably see with convenience and comfort. 


As a spectacle, it certainly was a great show of uniformed 
units. Feathers and plumes of all colors, Continental buffs 
and blues, lace stocks, gold emblazoned insignia, tar bucket 
headgear, spears, espontoons and halberds mingled with 


‘modern blue and khaki outfits, with sabres and up-to-date 


rifles side by side with swords, flintlocks and blunderbusses 
of the ancient past. 


The tour of the line for inspection by Secretary of State 
Cook was led by Lieut.

Major Malley, Colonel Cormerais, Mr. Commander, Your Excellency, 
and gentlemen: You can readily understand how difficult it is to me to 
express in words my appreciation of the big honor you have done me 
tonight. First of all, may I say that I bring to you the greetings of my 
country, your cousins North of the Line. In my memory, there is always 
existent the kindliest feelings between the citizens of the United States 
and the citizens of the Dominion of Canada. I wish to express also my 
very great appreciation, and I think T can also express the appreciation 
of my fellow countrymen who are also your guests here tonight, of your 
thoughtfulness in drinking the health of His Majesty the King. May I 
say that today the British Empire is celebrating the sixty-ninth birthday 
of King George, and to have you drink his health is an added tribute to the 
celebration going on throughout the Empire. 

You have been kind enough and thoughtful enough to confer upon the 
Dominion of Canada an honorary membership in this ancient organiza- 
tion which during the centuries has been celebrating in this City of Boston. 
We appreciate this kindness, this honor; and to me to think that 1 have 
been sorted out amongst those citizens of the Dominion of Canada to 
become an honorary member of your Company is something that I really 
can’t express my appreciation in words. But I will say, Mr. Commander, 
you, Sir, and the members of your command, that it will be my prerogative 
from now on to see that I do everything in my power to carry out with 
any distinction that I can the membership that you have honored me 
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with tonight. On one or two occasions it has been my privilege to have 
had something to do in a small way with plans to make your visits happy; 
and I say from a very full heart that I hope that in some way I helped to 
make happy the men of your organization. 


I don’t know that I can do very much; I am touched more than I can 
express by your thoughtfulness and the thoughtfulness of the members 
of your command in conferring this great honor on me, and I hope, as a 
fellow member of your organization, to see it go on in the future as it 
has in the past. The record in the past has been a marvelous record. 
Very few organizations have had the privilege of being in existence for 
nearly three centuries. The old Ancient and Honourable Company of 
London is perhaps the oldest Corps, and I am sure that they feel proud 
that on this Continent, in the United States, this Company has carried 
on during these centuries in a manner that is a credit to the country and 
themselves. 2 
i Your Excellency, I appreciate very much being in Boston today. There 
is nothing further that I can say but to ask you to accept from a very full 
heart my thanks for this honor. I thank you. (Applause.) 


A member of the Company then arose and addressed the Commander: 
Mr. Commander, I feel that this Company has done itself a great honor 
in electing Colonel Starke an honorary member. I move you, sir, that 
mM recognition of this unusual occasion a copy of the memorandum, or the 
order, as read by Major Malley be printed and distributed to each and 
every member on the next occasion of a distributed memorandum to this 
Company. (Scores of voices seconded the motion.) 


First Lisurenanr Irwin. It has been regularly moved 
and seconded that the tribute paid by Major Malley to 
Colonel Starke be included in our regular communication to 
our members so that each member may receive one. All 
those in favor will signify by saying ‘‘Aye.” 


(A tremendous volley of “Aye’s”’ arose.) 
It is a vote, and I so declare it. 


’ Colonel Starke, ordinarily upon receiving new members 
into the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company it is my 
duty, and that of my companion Lieutenant, to introduce 
them to the Company. Because of the reception you have 
received here tonight I know that you need no introduction. 
I deeply appreciate having you make this journey to Boston 
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and considering us and accepting us as an organization of ~ 
which you would become an honorary member. I fully appre- 
ciate it, and I extend the appreciation of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company. Many times I have had the 
opportunity of meeting you before I came into this position; 
it has been a pleasure tonight; and I hope we may have many, 
many more occasions of the same kind. I am now going to 
turn back to our Colonel Cormerais and ask him to continue 
as toastmaster.

Commander, Colonel Starke, Mayor Brittain, Mayor Mansfield, dis- 
tinguished guests and members: The Commander says something about 
“many years.”” Someone asked me tonight when I first came to represent 
the Governor at one of your banquets, and I think it was way, way back 
in the days when Channing Cox was Governor;—that was some years 
ago! I have been coming more or less ever since, and always with in- 
creased pleasure. Of course, today, as a matter of fact, I knew nothing 
about it until 11.09 o’clock, so I had to jump out of what I was doing to 
make the parade, and unfortunately I haven’t a nice long speech for you 
that would last for an hour. I will just say ‘‘Hello”—-‘Good Bye,” and 
things like that. 
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But I have a privilege, in representing the Governor, that I especially 
prize, and that is the one of awarding the commissions to your newly 
elected officers. That is the prerogative, of course, of His Excellency the 
Governor, and upon several occasions when he has been unable to be 
there I have had the very, very happy duty.

No man could 
attend those ceremonies and go away from there unmoved. Perhaps to 
members of the Company, some of those who have served for many, 
many years, it may seem a commonplace; but to one who witnesses those 
exercises and participates in them for the first time they are far more 
impressive, I think, than the members of the Company realize, because 
it is an every day thing to you but something new to the rest of us. 
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And your Company has been identified so long not only with our Com- 
monwealth but with our dearly beloved City of Boston that we may be 
very sure that while we have here in our City men of the character of 
those who compose this ancient Company we need never fear for Boston. 
And I think every one went away from those services today with a mind 
uplifted and a heart that rejoiced that there were in our City men of 
such high and lofty ideals.

THE SERMON 


Sermon delivered to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Boston 
al New Old South Church, Boston, Mass., on Monday, June 4, 1934, 
by Rey. Raymonp Lana, rector of Saint John’s Episcopal 
Church, Newton, Mass., and Chaplain of the First 
Corps of Cadets, Boston. 


Text: First Kings 20:10 “And as thy servant was busy here and’ there, 
he was gone.” i 


Comrades of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company and friends: 
1 come to you this day at. your gracious invitation and under commission 
from Almighty God, to preach to you the Gospel of truth as I understand 
it. I offer to you a command from our Creator and which is repeated by 
humans at evening parade in the Army, namely, ‘attention to orders.” 
To introduce the thought, I direct your attention to a passage of Scrip- 
ture recorded in the twentieth chapter of the First Book of the Kings the 
fortieth verse “and as thy servant was busy here and there, he was gone.” 
This statement is part of a story told by a prophet. to Ahab, king of Israel. 
The story was told to give a rebuke to the king because he had been lenient 
with Benhadad, king of Syria, who he had overcome in battle. The story 
can be applied to people today, yes ourselves. The story is involved with 
a man who admitted that he had failed. He said he went out into the 
field of battle, and a man turned aside and brought a prisoner to him 
and said, “keep this man: if by any means he be missing, then thy life 
will be for his life or else thou shalt pay a talent of silver.” The soldier 
guard had to admit later that while he was busy here and there, he (the 
prisoner) was gone. 


If one could have seen that guardsman and the prisoner, we would have 
| seen the latter carefully locked up and the former take watch with dili- 
| gence. The next day we would have seen a different situation. The guard 
| 
| 


of the previous day is now the prisoner and a new guard established. 
The original prisoner, one of importance, had escaped. If the original 
guardsman was asked how this prisoner had escaped, he would be com- 
pelled to admit that he did not lose his man by a surprise attack of a 
large company or a lone assailant. He would admit that the prisoner 
escaped-because the guardsman was too busy to watch him. If one asked 
him, what was so compelling that kept you busy; what task was more 
important. than that of watching the prisoner and thereby saving your 
country, your home and your own lite? He would answer, there was no 
particular task, but many things here and there. The guardsman was 
condemned to death for failure and the sentence was just. 


This man did not commit an aggressive crime. He did not steal, murder, 
commit treason. He failed to do his duty. Such failure is just as danger- 
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ous as the act of aggressive crime. A person is not pious because he com- 
mits no crime. A man may lose his life by committing a crime and he 
may also lose his life by failing to do his duty. Jesus Christ taught this 
lesson many times of which I call three to mind: first, the fig tree which 
had leaves but no fruit, Jesus cursed. It was not cursed because it gave 
forth poison, but because it did not perform the function its Creator 
intended, to bear fruit. Second, the rich man Dives did not abuse the 
poor man Lazarus or drive him away from the gate; Dives simply neg- 
lected his duty to his neighbor. Third, the ten foolish virgins were not 
condemned for putting water in their lamps, but for their failure to put 
oil in them. Jesus says to humanity “in as much as ye did it not” therein 
is the condemnation. 


Why did this guardsman fail? He did not fail because he was ignorant 
of his duty. He understood perfectly what he was to do and he knew the 
importance of the task because he was told that it was an important 
prisoner he had in charge. He knew it was life and death to him if he 
failed. He failed to his own ruin. He was not ignorant. That can be 
said to each one here today concerning our duty, imposed by our God, 
if we fail to develop our souls. Although all of us need to know more in 
this regard, yet our greatest need in the moral and spiritual realm is not 
knowledge but the will to live up to what we already know. Selfishness, 
godlessness and lack of charity are present, and these are present not 
because of our ignorance but rather that we fail to establish our wills 
to be unselfish, to seek God and to practice charity. 


He did not fail because he lacked in ability. If he 
fully that he was overpowered by someone who ailed him in the dark 
or by a group, and thus the prisoner was taken, we could pardon him. 
Or if he had been wounded in the performance of duty and had | 
man, we would forgive him. He had no encounter. He could not say, 
“I failed but I could not help it.” He had sufficient. bodily and mental 
ability. There is not adult or child who has so little ability in the moral or 
spiritual world that he can do nothing. It is true that we may want to be 
great artists, or statesmen, or leaders in business or in a profess ion, but we 
lack in ability to attain leadership, but each can do the sensible and 
reasonable expectations of Almighty God. Each one has his own task 
to do. You cannot do my task and I cannot do yours. That is a fortunate 
arrangement in this world, for if it was otherwise, many would do one 
task and some tasks would never be done. Each man has his ability, 
through the grace that is given us, to do the task to which we are called.

He did not fail because he was idle. He was not lazy. Idleness and 
laziness will wreck anyone. Some of us are compelled to ward off laziness 
by working strenuously. This man was a worker. He was willing to work 
and he did work. 
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He failed when he was busy. He was busy, but not busy at his particular 
task assigned to him. He was simply busy “here and there.” He was 
like many people who have many engagements to keep and functions to 
attend, and so many burdens to attend that they neglect their duty to 
themselyes, their country and their God. 


Do we fail as the guardsman of ‘old? We may well ask ourselves re- 
peatedly “did you keep your prisoner, and thus been attentive to the 
orders of our Creator?” The orders.are far reaching and are bound together 
by a moral and spiritual obligation to God. In honesty must we answer 
No, I was too busy. Then we ought to ask further, what was it that kept 
us so busy? If we are busy about any thing or things which prevent us 
from attending to the primary business of our lives, that is, the nurture 
of our souls, the advancement of righteousness in the earth, the preserv- 
ing of our honor, then we are busy about secondary things. That was the 
situation of the guardsman and it robbed him of doing his best. We may

Fi 


st, you have a moral 
obligation to be attentive to the care of your phy

sanctuary which only your Divine Creator could give you. In this day 
when men die in their early fifties, not because of dissipation, but because 
they apply all their attention to business and fail to be attentive to care 
of their bodies, it is timely that the preacher of the Gospel of Truth call 


loudly to the order of moral obligation to preserve the body. To fail 
to obey is to lose the life of the body. 


Second, your God gives order that you develop your minds and souls 
in honest thinking, honorable dealing with Him and your fellow creatures, 
and cultivate virtues and religious practices which make you acceptable 
to Him. 


Third, the Call of the Eternal God to be attentive that you busy-yourselé 
jn your home that it may be one of harmony, charitable, idealistic for 
only with these and a devout religious spirit camietauenie eeaunome 
be made ecure. If we will not be busy about this important business 
of life, we cannot expect that it will remain secure to the end of our lives. 
The great American problem of divorce can be dieTER aay beeeateane 
tive to these orders. 


Fourth, the orders call for attention in the matter of our citizenship. 
If we will not be diligent in the building up of America, we must expect 
that the spirit of true citizenship will depart and the enemies of our 
Democracy, Communism and Socialism, will surely enter and take the 
liberty from us which can only be enjoyed by vigilance. We can-only 
keep America for true Americans only as we are willing to keep the moral 
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and spiritual orders from our God. His excellency, The Governor of this 
Commonwealth reminded us of this fact at our George Washington 
Birthday. We must be willing to fulfill the laws of God that our lives, 
our homes and our Nation may be secure, even if it be necessary to shed 
our blood in battle as those who founded this Company or we must admit 
that we are busy about secondary things, and thus we fail to preserve the 
eternal realities which God has entrusted to us.
